VIRGINIA  TOKENS  -  A  new  book  by  David  E.  Schenkman 

This  hard  bound  8\  xll  book  is  a  must  for  coal,  lumber  and  manufacturing  token 
collectors.  Listed  among  the  approximately  2500  tokens  are  many  coal  and  lumber 
items  not  currently  listed  in  Bdkins  or  Trantow  catalogs. 

The  book  is  printed  on  special  paper  and  approximately  1400  actual  token  pictures 
are  shown.  The  book  covers  the  period  from  the  1830s  to  the  early  1950s. 

The  general  layout  of  the  book  is  very  impressive.  It  should  make  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  token  collector's  library. 

Cnly  1000  copies  of  the  First  Edition  were  printed  and  each  copy  bears  an 
inside  cover  label  giving  the  copy  number  of  the  book. 

Scriptor  Schenkman  donated  the  book  to  the  Virginia  Numismatic  Society  and 
copies  can  be  ordered  from  them  at:  P.  O.  Box  353,  Hampton,  Virginia  23669.  The 
price  is  $25.  plus  $2  for  postage  and  handling. 

Of  particular  interest  should  be  Scriptor  Dave's  comments  regarding  the  current 
value  of  tokens.  He  notes  "seme  types  of  tokens  are  more  popular  than  others,  and 
this  has  a  bearing  on  value. . . .  Coal  mine  and  lumber  company  scrip  has  become  popular 
with  a  large  group  of  collectors  in  the  past  few  years,  and  prices  for  the  better 
pieces  have  soared.  Most  collectors  like  to  obtain  tokens  from  as  many  different 
towns  as  possible,  and  therefore  a  token  from  a  town  in  which  only  one  token  is 
known  will  generally  be  worth  more  than  a  token  from  a  large  city." 

Dave  adds,  "In  general,  the  subject  of  token  valuations  is  a  highly  controversial 
one.  Every  dealer  and  collector  has  his  own  opinion  of  what  a  token  should  be 
worth  and  unfortunately,  in  many  instances,  this  is  based  more  on  guess  work  than 

krowledge .  In__the  final  analysis  each  collector  must  decide  what  a  token  is

AS  COMPUTER  PRINT  OUTS  AND  WAS  WELL  RECEIVED  BY  THE  MEMBERSHIP.

Osborne  traces  roots  to  1835  trade  checks

Osborne  Coinage  Company 
of  Cincinnati  can  trace  its 
roots  to  1835  when  Z.  Bisbee 
began  making  trade  checks  in 
the  Queen  City.  However,  he 
succumbed  to  the  lure  of  the 
gold  fie'ds  and  gli pas¬ 
tures,  and  joined  a  man  named 
Fischel  to  head  for  the  Califor¬ 
nia  gold  strikes. 

They  took  a  coining  press  as 
an  aforethought,  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  the  pair  formed  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Mining  and  Trading  Co. 

Ira  Bisbee  evidently  took 
over  as  owner  of  the  check 
stamping  company  in  Cincin¬ 
nati,  and  operated  it  until  1851 
when  he  took  a  partner,  John 
Stanton.  Legend  has  it  that  Ira 
Bisbee  joined  his  kin  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  leaving  Stanton  to  run 
the  business.

Stanton  operated  the  compa¬ 
ny  until  1864  when  he  sold  out 
to  James  Murdock  Sr.  and 
Spencer.  Stanton  is  a  numis¬ 
matic  immortal,  of  course, 
since  he  supervised  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  many  Civil  War  tok¬ 
ens  and  many  sutlers’  tokens. 
The  die  sinker,  Benjamin 
True,  was  a  member  of  the 
Stanton  staff,  r.nd  made  the 
dies  for  the  political  campaign 
of  1864.  (See  August  20,  1980, 
Coin  World  page  140). 

The  Murdock  and  Spencer 
company  was  noted  for  copies 
of  French  shell  cards  for  busi¬ 
ness.  By  1869  the  senior  Mur¬ 
dock  and  Spencer  had  disap¬ 
peared  from  the  trade  check 
scene  and  James  Murdock  Jr. 
formed  an  incorporated  com¬ 
pany  in  his  name.  It  was  this 
company  that  Osborne  bought 
in  1930. 

The  James  Murdock  Sr. 
company  left  its  mark  actual¬ 
ly:  it  was  known  for  producing 
marking  devices  and  stencils 
as  well  as  checks  as  early  as 
1838. 

Murdock  Sr.  is  reported  to 
have  built  the  first  power 
house  in  Cincinnati  on  Opera 
Place,  known  as  the  Murdock 
building.  A  steam  engine  in  the 
basement  supplied  the  power. 
Power  was  transferred  from 
floor  to  floor  through  a  chain  of 
belts  to  the  main  power  line 
shaft  on  each  floor. 

Through  the  use  of  counter 
shafts,  each  machine  was  op¬ 
erated  for  three  other  manu¬ 
facturers  with  the  Murdock 
firm  occupying  one  of  the  four 
floors 


One  writer  who  traced  the 
history  of  the  Osborne  firm  as 
he  researched  the  Appalachian 
coal  company  script  described 
the  intricate  power  house  ar¬ 
rangement  as  comparable  to 
the  belt  system  of  an  old  shoe 
repair  shop. 

The  James  Murdock  Sr.  Co. 
not  only  pioneered  in  marking 
devices  for  industry,  steel 
stamps,  stencils  and  metal 
trade  checks  of  all  kinds,  it 
also  produced  large  quantities 
of  Confederate  tokens. 

James  Murdock  Jr.  told 
Wiley  Osborne,  a  later  owner, 
they  delivered  the  tokens  just 
across  the  Ohio  River  to  a  Con¬ 
federate  agent  in  Covington, 
Ky.,  and  they  were  paid  for  in 
gold.  The  tokens  were  then 
transported  to  Richmond  for 
dispersal. 

When  the  senior  Murdock 
died,  the  name  of  the  company 
was  changed  to  Murdock 
Brothers,  and  later  to  the  Mur¬ 
dock  Stamp  &  Specialty  Co. 

In  1920,  the  Osborne  Register 
Company,  established  by 
Wiley  Osborne,  a  young  engi¬ 
neer,  became  a  part  of  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati  bus. ness  scene.  A  dec¬ 
ade  later,  Osborne  bought  out 
the  James  Murdock  Jr.  Co.  In 
1943  Dayton  Acme  bought  Os¬ 
borne,  and  four  years  later, 
three  executives  of  Dayton 
Acme,  Clifford  Stegman  Sr., 
D.  T.  Winter  and  Fred  Orelup, 
acquired  the  token  branch  of 
the  company.  In  November, 
1950,  Dayton  Acme  and  Os¬ 
borne  Register  became  bank¬ 
rupt. 

It  was  Clifford  Stegman  Sr.’s 
fine  management,  evident  in 
his  two  sons,  Clifford  Stegman 
Jr.  and  Tom  Stegman  who 
head  today’s  prosperous  Os¬ 
borne  Coinage  Company  and 
its  subsidiary,  Doran  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  that  brought 
it  to  today’s  ultra-modem  pri¬ 
vate  Mint. 

It  was  only  recently  that  the 
Cincinnati  firm  was  awarded 
first  place  honors  for  its  metal 
striking  entry  in  the  1980  sup¬ 
plier  achievement  commenda¬ 
tions,  a  competition  conducted 
by  the  Specialty  Advertising 
Association  International.  Os¬ 
borne  is  one  of  the  prime  sup¬ 
pliers  to  the  $2.5  billion-a-year 
specialty  advertising  industry. 

Aficionados  of  mining  scrip 
put  great  store  into  the  history 
of  the  products  produced  by 
Osborne  Register  Company, 
identified  by  the  ORCO  trade¬ 
mark. 


Wiley  Osborne,  founder  of 
the  company,  was  a  U  S.  Steel 
Co.  engineer  In  Gary,  Ind  , 
when  he  decided  to  strike  out 
for  himaelf,  and  set  up  the 
business  in  Cincinnati. 

He  had  served  as  a  World 
War  I  intelligence  officer  with 
the  Army,  but  before  that,  he 
had  worked  in  Jenkins,  Ky  , 
with  the  Consolidation  Coal  Co 
He  knew  what  a  company  store 
was,  and  some  of  the  problems 
associated  with  it.  He  was 
bound  when  he  arrived  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  to  invent  a  trouble-free 
scrip  issuing  register.  This  was 
his  goal  or  Jan.  8, 1920. 

He  set  up  shop  in  the  Ruck- 
man  Machine  Co  facilities, 
with  his  savings  of  about 
$25,000.  He  perfected  a  scrip-is¬ 
suing  register  which  was  to 
take  his  firm  to  a  dominant  po¬ 
sition  in  the  patented  metal  to^ 
ken  stamping  field  in  five 
years.  This  did,  indeed,  give 
him  control  of  scrip  in  Appala¬ 
chia. 

The  issuing  register  and  re¬ 
cording  machine  used  for  mak¬ 
ing  change  and  counting  it 
were  seen  in  almost  all  coal 
company,  steel,  lumber  and 
cotton  mill  facilities  between 
1925  and  1956 

It  wasn’t  easy  —  from  1920  to 
1925  Wiley’s  savings  and  earn¬ 
ings  were  depleted,  but  he  ob¬ 
tained  more  capital,  perfected 
the  register  and  operated, 
hand-to-mouth,  to  buy  another 
trade  check  company  at  Read¬ 
ing,  Ohio,  near  Cincinnati. 

From  then  on,  it  was  smooth 
sailing.  Except—. 

His  biggest  problem  in  per¬ 
fecting  the  scrip  issuing  regis¬ 
ter  was  a  jammed  mechanism. 
To  overcome  this,  Osborne 
changed  the  size  and  thickness 
of  the  $1  pieces.  Instead  of  one 
and  one-fourth  inch  and  18  or 
20  gauge  tokens,  traditional 
with  most  producers,  he  struck 
one  and  one-eighth  inch  and  16 
gauge  pieces. 

Later  Osborne  bought  a  com¬ 
pany  called  Insurance  Credit 
System  for  $36,000,  it  was 
owned  and  managed  by  Edwin 
H.  Ingle.  For  its  $36,000.  Os¬ 
borne  got  all  the  dies,  a  drop- 
hammer  press,  a  blanking  ma¬ 
chine.  lathe,  drill  press,  metal 
in  stock  and  rights  to  future  or¬ 
ders  and  continuing  accounts 
of  the  Dayton.  Ohio,  firm 
After  Ed  Ingle  sold  out.  he 
worked  as  sales  manager  for 
Osborne  Register,  going  to  the 
west  coast  to  represent  them 


The  Osborne  Register  Co. 
had  about  3,000  accounts  em¬ 
bracing  almost  all  of  the  indus¬ 
tries  that  had  commissaries. 
At  the  outbreak  of  World  War 
II,  all  metals  on  hand  for  met¬ 
al  scrip,  tokens  and  advertis¬ 
ing  were  frozen  and  had  to  be 
used  for  war  production  mate¬ 
rials. 

By  this  time  Osborne  Regis¬ 
ter  Company  had  made  sales 
tax  tokens  for  many  states, 
reaching  into  the  several  hun¬ 
dred  millions.  Probably  an 
equal  amount  of  advertising 
tokens  were  being  produced, 
all  of  which  took  a  great 
amount  of  metal. 

Wiley  Osborne  remembered 
that  although  just  before  the 
freeze  the  company  had 
received  three  train  carloads 
of  brass,  copper,  aluminum 
and  nickel-silver,  the  firm  was 
unable  to  use  any  part  of  it. 
This  hastened  the  demise  of 
metal  scrip.  By  then,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Cash  Register  Co.,  Day- 
ton,  had  come  out  with  a  mer¬ 
chandise  order  machine  which 
didn’t  need  metal  scrip.  And 
stores  were  no  longer  isolated, 
as  they  once  were. 

Today’s  Osborne  manage¬ 
ment  keeps  a  sharp  eye  on  the 
metal  market,  too.  Earlier  this 
year,  Clifford  Stegman,  in  an 
Associated  Press  story,  said  he 
was  particularly  concerned 
about  the  rise  in  copper  and 
nickel  prices. 

At  that  time,  his  firm  was 
watching  copper  in  particular 
as  the  price  of  copper  began  to 
near  the  point  at  which  copper 
in  a  cent  is  worth  more  than 
face  value. 

"I’m  sure,  in  time,  that  the 
cent  will  be  made  out  of  some¬ 
thing  else,”  he  said. 

‘‘We  buy  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  pounds  of  copper  a 
year;  the  price  increases  cer¬ 
tainly  affect  our  business,”  he 
said. 

The  Dayton  Acme  Co.  leased 
space  in  Cincinnati  in  1942  for 
war  production,  and  the  Os¬ 
borne  metal  was  transferred  to 
this  firm.  In  1943,  M  M.  Pfiel, 
president  of  Dayton  Acme, 
bought  Osborne  Register.  By 
this  time  the  firm  was  worth 
$525,000  for  the  Osborne  token 
and  register  business. 

Four  years  later,  in  1947,  the 
trio  of  partners,  Winter,  Ore- 
lap  and  Stegman,  acquired  the 
token  division  But  things  did 
not  go  well  for  Dayton  Acme 
and  Osborne  Register  In  No- 
/ember,  1950,  the  firm  went 
bankrupt 


HISTORY  OF  THE  OSBORNE  COINAGE  COMPANY  (Continued) 
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Early  designs  and  manufac¬ 
turing  processes  were  influ¬ 
enced  by  Ed  Ingle,  with  W.  W. 
Osborne  creating  the  later  pat¬ 
ent  pending  checks  and  patent¬ 
ed  tokens  and  medals. 

According  to  Osborne,  Henry 
Kuhnheim  lettered  many  of  the 
early  Osborne  dies; 
Kuhnheim’s  son  later  served 
as  an  engraver.  Ed  Tutwiler,  a 
West  Virginia  state  senator 
and  manager  of  the  New  River 
Co.  stores  operation  was  an  ad¬ 
visor  concerning  coal  company 
scrip.  The  New  River  Compa¬ 
ny  was  Osborne’s  biggest  user 
of  scrip  tokens. 

Counterfeiting  of  scrip  was 
not  much  of  a  problem  to  Os¬ 
borne  Register  Co.,  once  the 
scrip  was  patented.  There 
were  trade  checks,  however, 
using  a  standard  “good  for” 
reverse  that  could  be  stamped 
by  any  manufacturer. 

Only  one  counterfeiting  ef¬ 
fort  cost  Osborne:  The  firm 
made  up  a  $1,500  scrip  order 
free  for  Koppers  Stores  Inc. 
when  the  pieces  were  faked. 
Someone  had  made  excellent 
copies,  very  hard  to  detect. 
Only  a  weak  strike  on  the  KS 
design  and  the  number  “1”  on 
the  $1.00  reverse  gave  the 
counterfeits  away.  The  “1” 
touched  the  edge  of  the  border 
and  the  loop  of  the  “O”  on  the 
trademark,  ORCO.  Even  the 
nickel-silver  metal  was  simi¬ 
lar. 

Today’s  Osborne  is  equipped 
to  handle  orders  by  the  mil¬ 
lions  and  millions  —  even  bil¬ 
lions,  according  to  general 
manager  Arnold  Wasserman. 
It  got  its  experience  in  the  bil¬ 
lions  with  its  biggest  single 
job,  when  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  decided  to  sim¬ 
plify  its  ration  books  during 
the  war  by  using  fiber  tokens 
for  rationing  small  change. 

Osborne  got  the  order.  For 
two  billion!  To  be  delivered  in 
five  months!  Osborne  made  it 
—  using  workers  on  three 
shifts,  and  reaching  a  produc¬ 
tion  figure  as  high  as  80  million 
a  day  at  times.  More  orders  of 
this  nature  followed:  Osborne 
made  all  of  the  ration  tokens 
used  during  World  War  II  in 
this  county  and  Canada,  a  total 
of  about  five  billion. 

There  seems  to  be  no  end  to 
the  versatility  of  the  Osborne 
production  —  it  has  made 


more  than  30  million  medals 
for  the  Cracker  jack  Co.,  more 
than  20  million  for  Internation¬ 
al  Shoe  Company  and  millions 
for  Procter  and  Gamble.  It  has 
struck  sales  tax  tokens,  street 
car  and  bus  tokens,  religious 
medals,  political  badges,  club 
and  fraternal  medals,  souvenir 
pieces,  lucky  pieces,  Mardi 
Gras  throws,  medals  to  com¬ 
memorate  long  service,  anni¬ 
versaries,  keepsake  medals  for 
hotels  and  resorts.  Embedded 
cents  —  two  million  of  them 
back  in  the  1950s  —  was  a  pop¬ 
ular  give-away  ordered  by 
Chevrolet. 

Although  there  has  been  a 
decline  in  political  badges  (the 
budget  opts  for  prime  televi¬ 
sion  time)  it  is  estimated  Os¬ 
borne  makes  95  percent  of  all 
the  religious  tokens  and 
medals  in  the  United  States. 

Add  to  this  chauffeur 
badges,  property  tags,  bus  tok¬ 
ens  for  the  Philippines.  And  ea¬ 
gles  for  the  caps  of  the  United 
States  Marines. 

Osborne  helped  cool  the  coin 
shortage  in  the  Nevada  gam¬ 
bling  casinos  by  producing  tok¬ 
ens  to  be  used  in  the  dollar  slot 
machines. 

Osborne-produced  medals 
and  tokens  were  produced  for 
world's  fairs  in  Chicago,  Seat¬ 
tle  and  New  York  — ■  millions  of 
transportation  tokens  includ¬ 
ing  the  New  York  subway 
pieces  and  earlier  tokens  for 
the  New  Jersey-New  York  tun¬ 
nel  train  system. 

The  Doran  Manufacturing 
Co.,  which  shares  the  Osborne 
plant,  with  Thomas  Stegman 
as  president,  makes  circuit 
boards  for  everything  from 
washing  machines  to  re- 
creationa;  vehicles.  Its  growth 
and  diversification  since  it  was 
established  in  1955  has  the 
same  success  story  as  Os¬ 
borne. 

The  ultimate  in  machinery, 
a  sophisticated  tool  and  die 
shop,  high  speed  blanking 
equipment  all  make  for  a  effi¬ 
cient  and  compatible  arrange¬ 
ment. 

The  Stegman  brothers  like 
this  sharing  —  their  interests 
lie  in  the  same  field.  Both  have 
spent  a  lifetime  in  electronics. 
Both  are  graduates  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Cincinnati,  Tom 
Stegman  majoring  in  physics 
and  Clifford  Stegman  Jr.  in 


electrical  engineering.  " 
They  are  history-minded, 
too. 


“Anything  that  has  a  fair 
amount  of  beauty  or  historical 
significance  we  try  to  save,” 
Clifford  Stegman  said.  He  add¬ 
ed  that  he  regretted  the  many 
moves  of  the  company,  one 
right  after  World  War  II, 
which  saw  some  historic  dies 
and  pieces  go  by  the  wayside 
However,  in  one  of  the  Osborne 
buildings  a  selection  of  dies 
was  deposited  in  the  concrete 
as  it  was  building  constructed 
—  conceivably  for  some  numis¬ 
matic-minded  .  archeologist  to 
find  some  day. 

Clifford  Stegman  is  interest 
ed  in  coins  as  a  collector,  and 
Clifford  Sr.  is  a  member  of  the 
Token  and  Medal  Society.  The 
Osborne  president  became  in¬ 
terested  coins  at  the  age  of  10 
when  an  uncle  shared  some 
coins  with  him.  He  began 
working  in  the  company  busi¬ 
ness  during  school,  spending 
summers  die  polishing,  learn 
ing  the  business  from  basics. 

Asked  why  such  a  venerab^^ 
firm  as  Osborne  did  not  dis¬ 
play  its  wares  at  numismatic 
conventions,  Stegman  said  Os¬ 
borne  personnel  planned  to  at¬ 
tend  the  Cincinnati  American 
Numismatic  Association  con¬ 
vention. 

However,  he  added,  the  firm 
was  hesitant  about  erecting 
displays  because  it  had  unfor 
tunate  experience  at  trade 
shows  —  a  $700  machine  disap 
peared  from  the  Osborne 
booth.  Stegman  was  assured 
by  Coin  World  ANA  conven¬ 
tion  security  was  unique,  de¬ 
signed  for  protection  of  mil¬ 


lions  of  dollars  in  numismatic 


materials. 

It  would  be  a  physical  impos¬ 
sibility  for  one  collector  to  as 
semble  all  of  the  Osborne  is¬ 
sues  —  from  the  beautiful  John 
A.  Ruthvan  wildlife  game  bird 
art  medals  to  the  nostalgic 
Camay  toilet  soap  token,  good 
for  two  cakes  for  five  cents! 

The  Osborne  Coinage  Co 
with  offices  at  2851  Massachu¬ 
setts  Ave„  Cincinnati,  Otf 
45225.  can  handle  product^ 
by  the  millions  —  but  it  has  no 
visitors’  gallery  like  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint,  even  though  it 
may  rival  its  production  at 
times.

THE  DEVON  CLUB  ??

When  1  picked  up  the  tokens  in  an  antique  shop  in  the  Keyser,  W.Va.  area  and  read 
on  them  "DEVON  CLUB/  LUKE  MD."  I  naturally  thought  they  were  isaued  by  a  night  club  or 
*  bar  type  establishment  from  that  town.  How  wrong  I  was  !! 

The  owner  of  the  antique  shop  said  the  tokens  had  come  from  the  present  owner  of  a 
restaurant  located  in  the  Devon  Club  building  and  that  the  restaurant  owner  had  found 
them  while  cleaning  out  the  building  recently. 

Because  the  tokens  were  of  the  system  scrip  type  (they  were  manufactured  by  the 
Ingle  Schierloh  Co.  and  are  Master  Metal  -  Des.  Pat.  type)  my  curosity  was  aroused 
therefore  I  asked  the  antique  shop  owner  if  the  Devon  Club  was  connected  with  a  coal 
mine  or  something  of  that  nature.  His  reply  was  "No",  his  understanding  was  the 
Devon  Club  was  at  one  time  connected  with  Westvaco,  the  paper  mill  in  Luke,  Md .  On 
further  questioning  about  whether  or  not  the  Devon  Club  was  a  bar  for  the  paper  mill 
employees  I  was  told  "No",  it  was  a  place  where  the  employees  could  go  to  buy  ice  cream 
and  other  sundry  items  and  also  play  pool. 

Upon  returning  to  Morgantown,  and  discussing  the  Devon  Club  with  some  fellow 
employees  of  mine  who  were  former  residents  of  Keyser,  W.Va.,  I  was  told  that  the 
Devon  Club  was  at  one  time  an  organization  for  the  employees  of  Westvaco.  One  of  ray 
fellow  employees  told  me  his  brother  worked  at  Westvaco  and  he  could  probably  give  me 
some  information  about  the  Devon  Club  and  the  tokens. 


That  very  night  1  called  Dick  Hess,  an  employee  of  Westvaco  and  explained  my  reason 
for  calling.  He  was  very  receptive  to  my  inquiry  for  information.  Information  given  to 
me  by  Dick  Hess  about  Westvaco  and  the  Devon  Club  is  as  follows: 

The  Devon  Club  was  in  fact  an  organization  for  the  employees  of 
Westvaco  and  furthermore  was  actually  owned  and  operated  by  the 
employees.  The  building  itself  was  a  very  large  three-story 
structure  and  housed  at  the  lower  level  a  bowling  alley  in  which 
duck  pins  were  used.  Also  contained  in  the  building  was  a  soda 
fountain,  a  movie  theatre,  a  pool  table  area,  and  the  general 
merchandise  area.  No  liquor  or  alcoholic  beverages  of  any  kind 
were  served  in  the  club.  The  Devon  Club  was  referred  to  as  the 
company  store  by  many  employees  and  up  to  several  years  ago  an 
employee  could  purchase  merchandise  and  pay  for  it  by  a  check  off 
system.  Items  which  could  be  purchased  included  clothes,  tires, 
groceries,  guns,  lawnmowers,  etc. 


In  the  18  years  that  Mr.  Hess  had  been  employed  at  Westvaco  he 
had  not  used  any  of  the  tokens  nor  was  he  familiar  with  them. 

In  his  conversation  with  some  of  his  more  senior  co-workers  they 
could  not  remember  ever  using  tokens,  all  of  their  purchases  were 
paid  for  via  the  check  off  system.  One  of  these  co-workers  has 
been  with  the  company  for  42  years,  therefore,  they  surmized  that 
the  tokens  were  used  in  the  early  thirties  (our  Scripident  Chart 
dates  this  type  of  token  from  1934-1941). 


Closing  of  the  club  came  in  1975  and  at  that  time  the  building 
was  leased  to  an  individual  who  opened  a  restaurant. 


West  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper  Company  was  established  in  1888  by  William  Luke  and 
his  sons,  on  50  acres  of  land  known  as  West  Piedmont.  Establishment  of  this  pulptnill 
was  the  second  known  one  in  the  state  of  West  Virginia  (the  first  known  pulpmill  was 
at  Harpers  Ferry  and  was  established  two  years  earlier  in  1886).  This  was  Westvaco's 
first  plant,  and  it  was  a  sulphite  mill.

Using  Miners’  Oil-Wick  Cap  Lamps 


There  were  two  types  of  miner’s  cap  lamps, 
popularly  known  as  "pit  lamps  ”,  “teapot  lamps",  or 
"oil  wick  cap  lamps."  One  type  burned  lard  oil  and 
the  other  burned  "sunshine”  fuel.  The  little  lamps 
look  simple  but  their  operation  and  maintenance 
was  a  bit  tricky  at  times. 

How  do  you  differentiate  between  lard  oil  lamps 
and  sunshine  lamps?  Lard  oil  lamps  have  a  single 
thickness  of  metal  in  the  wick  tube  spout,  (Figure 
1,  right)  with  no  trimmings  except  possibly  a  drip 
collar. 

Sunshine  lamps,  however,  have  a  number  of 
distinctive  characteristics.  They  have  a  double 

•ick  tube  spout,  in  which  the  wick  will  be  in  the  in- 
;r  tube  (Figure  1,  left).  The  outer  tube  will  be 
closed  at  the  base  to  make  an  inert  air  chamber 
which  will  hold  warm  air  against  the  inner  tube  as 
a  "heater.” 

The  sunshine  lamp  may  have  a  copper  tip  in  the 
wick  tube  spout  with  a  copper  rod  extending  down 
inside  the  tube  to  the  base  of  the  reservoir.  Or  it 
may  be  factory  equipped  with  a  heater  wire  and 
loop.  The  rod  or  wire  conducted  heat  into  the  bot 
tom  of  the  reservoir  to  keep  the  sunshine  wax 
melted  so  it  will  rise  up  the  wick  (Figure  2).  Any 
iamp  marked  as  *ST*AR*  is  also  sunshine  lamp. 

The  common  fuel  for  single  tube  lamps  was  lard 
oil,  although  a  number  of  other  commercial  animal 
or  vegetable  oils  could  also  be  used.  Household  oils 
of  the  time  burned  much  more  freely  and  cleanly, 
but  were  too  expensive  for  miners.  To  have  used 
sperm  oil,  as  is  sometimes  suggested,  would  have 
been  like  burning  gold,  if  that  werd  possible  to  do! 

Usually,  what  most  miners  would  use  as  a  lamp 
fuel  was  a  combination  of  black  strap  grease  and 
kerosene,  which  smoked  alot  but  was  very  cheap. 
The  miners  took  the  black  strap  from  the  mine  car 
wheel  bearings,  or  from  the  supply  gun.  Such  fuel 
was  illegal  because  of  the  smoke. 

•kThe  legal  standard  lamp  oil  was  "summer  yellow 
fttonseed  oil,"  or  its  equivalent.  That  is  what  the 
miners  used  when  the  mine  inspector  was  present, 
or  due  to  be! 


“Sunshine  wax"  fuel  was  something  else  entire 
ly.  It  was  made  originally  by  the  old  Standard  Oil 
Co.  and  was  quite  similar  to  modern  paraffin  candle 
wax  with  slightly  more  mineral  oil  content.  To  fill  a 
lamp  the  miner  scraped  off  shavings  of  wax  on  the 
edge  of  the  lamp  reservoir  and  pushed  the  wax 
down  with  his  thumb  or  finger. 

There  is  a  trick  to  putting  in  a  new  wick,  or 
“wicking  up”  a  new  lamp  for  the  first  time.  The  cor 
rect  wicking  must  be  used  for  proper  operation.  If 
you  try  it  today,  ordinary  cotton  store  string  won't 
do,  nor  will  soft  cotton  rug  yarn.  However,  cotton 
plumber’s  wicking  makes  a  good  substitute. 

Measure  the  distance  from  the  tip  of  the  wick 
tube  spout,  down  the  tube,  and  across  the  base  of 
the  lamp  font.  That  distance,  plus  1  ”  to  tVi ",  w  ill 
be  the  diameter  of  the  wrap  that  you  must  make. 
Roll  up  across  your  thumb  and  the  next  two  fingers 
of  one  hand  a  number  of  proper  length  wraps  of  the 
wicking  —  usually  10  15  wraps  for  smaller  lamps, 
and  more  for  the  larger.  For  the  wraps  long  enough 
for  thp  larger  lamps  you  can  drive  two  properly 
spaced  nails  into  a  board.  Tie  the  loops  at  one  end 
with  a  double  clove  hitch  and  cut  off  the  leading 
strand  from  the  ball  of  wicking,  allowing  4  5"  of  ex 
tra  strand  length  beyond  the  tie. 

Do  not  try  to  force  the  wick  down  the  tube  spout! 
Even  if  you  can  get  the  wick  in  that  way  you  will  be 
unable  to  adjust  the  "fit”  of  such  a  wick  for  the  pro 
per  capillary  action  of  the  fuel  in  the  wick  to  sup 
port  the  size  flame  you  may  want  for  a  light. 

There  is  a  trick  to  the  job.  First,  directly  across 
the  loop  of  wicking  from  the  clove  hitch  tie.  cut  all 
the  strands  of  wicking,  making  a  bundle  tied  in  the 
middle.  Pul  the  extra  4-5  inches  of  strand  length 
you  left  beyond  the  tied  loop  down  through  the  fuel

reservoir  top  and  then  blow  sharply  like  you  would 
blow  a  note  on  a  horn  The  single  strand  of  wicking 
will  almost  jump  out  of  the  wick  tube  spout.  By 
that  strand  pull  the  wicking  in  from  the  bottom  of 
the  tube  spout. 

If  the  wick  seems  to  be  too  tight,  do  not  try  to 
forcibly  pull  it  up  through  the  tube.  Back  it  all  out, 
then  remove  one  strand  and  try  again.  Repeat  the 
procedure  as  often  as  necessary.  If  the  wick  pulls 
up  too  easily,  back  it  out  again,  loosen  the  clove 
hitch  a  bit  and  add  one  or  more  strands  of  wicking 
of  thr  same  length  as  the  rest  of  the  bundle.  After 
you  have  gotten  a  snug  fit  with  the  clove  hitch 
pulled  completely  out  of  the  wick  tube  spout,  give 
the  wicking  a  few  twists.  Then  slip  one  blade  of  a 
shears  through  the  wicking  loop  at  the  tie,  cut 
across  all  the  strands  again,  discard  the  tie  portion 
and  push  the  resulting  wick  down  into  the  tube 
spout  until  one  about  1/8"  is  left  above  the  end.  Fill 


the  lamp  with  oil  and  let  it  soak  umi,  the  wick  is. 
fully  “loaded.”  Light  the  lamp  and  let  the  flame 
burn  the  wick  down  to  its  own  adjustment.  If  the 
flame  is  too  small  for  the  desired  light,  the  wick  is 
too  tight.  Pull  out  one  or  more  strands  of  wicking 
with  a  tweezers  until  you  get  the  desired  flame 
height. 

A  modern  substitute  for  lard  oil  is  either 
machine  shop  cutting  oil  or,  if  you  can  get  it,  cot 
tonseed  oil.  Many  of  today’s  cooking  oils  are  cot 
tonseed  oil  but  check  the  ingredients  listed  on  the 
bottle;  some  are  mainly  corn  oil,  which  is  not  good! 
Sunshiny  wax  can  be  closely  duplicated  by  melting 
common  paraffin  candles  or  bulk  jelly-glass  paraf 
fin,  and  while  it  is  molten  stir  in  V?  teaspoon 
mineral  oil  to  lower  the  melting  point  to  about 
110°.  Allow  the  mixture  to  cool.  It  will  remain  solid 
to  about  1 10°  but  will  soften  like  putty  when  warm 
ed  in  your  hands.
